Health Officers Arc Makiug! 


Strong Efforts to Cope 


With Disease. 
• 


XEW YORK. March S.—Health 


authorities in New York and other 
cities slons the Atlantic coast are 
making strong efforts to cope with 


i tho disease of sleeping sickness or 
j encephalitis lethargies,, which is re- 
i ported as unusually prevalent this 
[year. While stating that the malady 
I should not cause public alarm, the 
medical heads have warned that it i 
should not 'be under-estimated. 
| 


As an evidence of the 
renewed I 
sweep of the peculiar epidemic, re- 
ports for the first seven weeks of 
J321 indicate more than HIS cases in 
. New York city, of which 25 per cent 
'were fatal. During 1920 a total of 
500 cases were reported in this city, 
with the death toll comparatively 
small. 


The most important step taken in 


the war on the disease 
was the; 


j move in several stales in making! 
i sleeping sickness re-portable. 
Thisj 
has been done in Massachusetts and | 
Xew York. ,In New York several! 
health officials admit they are up 
against a. baffling problem. 


DISEASE XOT CONTAGIOUS 
Various versions as to tho source 


and ravages of the disease have been 
offered. Health commissioner Cope- 
land of New York believes the dis- 
ease is not contagious in the ordi- 
nary gr.nse. 
"This is proved," he adds, "by tho 


fact that out of the total number 
of cases reported last year in New 
York city only in two instances was 
a second case reported where one 
previously had been found." 
The 
commissioner pointed out, 


however, that the majority of cases 
were reported on tho lower East 
Side, indicating sleeping sickness 
might have resulted from congested 
living quarters. 
Dr. Simon Flexner, in a clinical 


paper recently, traced the origin of 
the disease in this country to 191S- 
19. He continued: 
"It is possible to trace cases of 
lethargic or epidemic encephalitis 
now arising in this country-to an 
outbreak which occurred in Vienna 
anil neighboring parts of-Austria in 
the winter of 1D1S and, in America 
in the following year. 
In Austria 
the early cases were ascribed to sau- 
sage poisoning, in England to botul- 
ism arising from various foods. -This 
error is not remarkable. Both coun- 
tries were laboring' under an unpre- 
cedented condition of food shortage. 
MICROBE BLAMED 


"Ultimately in both countries the 


notion of food origin became unten- 
able, and the disease was recognized 
as arising independently ot diet and 
other usual conditions of life, and 
came to bo viewed' as probably or 
microbic origin and of communicable 
nature. 
"The outstanding feature is the 
lethargy, 
which is progressive in 


character and present in the major- 
ity of cases (80 per cent?). It may 
appear suddenly, but usually is grad- 
ual in onset. 
The patient becomes 
apathe.tic and dull, appears dazed or 
stupid, the hours 'cif sleep become 
prolonged, and he is hard to wake 
in the morning. 
Moreover ho may 


fall asleep at odd hours—while en- 
gaged at work or at mealtime. 
"Its duration is variable—-a w e _ 


a months or even longer—up to four 
months. -Even after long periods re- 
covery may follow."

Some idea of tl\e purposes of the new food msb 


tute may be gained from the following paragraphs 
from the official statement by the Carnegie Fo,un 
dation: 


'•The value of such au institute as it is now pio 


posed to establish also was emphasized by cxperi 
ence during* the war. when the studj ot lood sup- 
ply in its different phases was necessary in order 
to attain maximum efficiency in the nutrition of 
the nations involved. The knowledge thus ac 
quired clearly indicates the <great Importance of 
continued research effort. 
The general field of 


the institute will be the problems arising after 
food has left the farmer's hands. 


"A special feature of the AvOrk of the institute 


will be the scientific study of'thc marketihg and 
distribution of food products. The objects o[ the 
institute, however, are thoroughly practical, and 
will, it is hoped, contribute to the welfare of the 
producer and consumer by eliminating present 
wastes in the process of marketing nearly all 
kinds of food. The objects of the institute are 
not only important from the standpoint of the 
farmer and consumer, but have a direct effect on 
the question of proper nutrition for the 'nation." 


The whole world will benefit bv this institute 


if it is conducted according to the ideas that have 
entered into its establishment. 
The problem of 


food is vital. It never seemed so serious until 
the Avar demonstrated how large and fatal a 
deficit between demand and distributed supply 
may exist. Stanford Unhcrsity, it is announced, 
will open ils -scientific laboratories to the food 
institute nnd in other ways cooperate to make 
its work effective. In so doing it will attracti[t(u.A 
attention of the world and Stanford is to be con- 
gratulated on the new eminence about to be at- 
tained.

S-SOOO worth of new fire- 


fighting equipment, the school de- 
partment is now in a position to 
handle almost any emergency, ac- 
cording to a report tendered the 
Board of Education last night by 
Business Manager Lloyd Barzeo. 


Barzee says that conditions have 


changed somewhat since the $4000 
was appropriated but the depart- 
ment 
is • keeping pace 
with 
the 


changes. He says: 


"A great many minor changes 


have taken place in tho buildings of 
the Oakland public schools. 
Build- 


ings have ibeen added, old buildings 
have been altered and one entirely 
new school has been created. There- 
Tore the 
distribution of our 
fire- 


fig-hting apparatus has necessitated, 
.••nid 
will 
continue to necessitate, 


more or less 
continuous readjust- 


ment. 


CO>T)ITIOXS STUDIED. 


"In the adjustment and distribu- 


tion of fire-fighting apparatus the 
varying conditions 
in the 
schools 


have been 
carefully studied. 
"We 


have a few Class A buildings 6f fire- 
proof construction. We have a num- 
ber of Class B and Class O build- 
ings which are- nearly fireproof. A 
large portion of our buildings, how- 
ever, are of a wood construction and 
ijot in any sense fireproof. In study- 
ing the problem of protection from 
fire, other conditions which go to 
make up the degree of risk have 
also been taken into consideration, 
such as location of buildings, near- 
ness to other buildings and proximity 
to other means of protection. 


"In the installation of additional 


hose reels and 
additional fire ex- 


tinguishers, an effort has been made 
to cover the danger points in school 
plants, such as furnaces, manual 
training 
rooms, 
home 
economics \ 


rooms, science la-boratories, assembly \ 
Iialls, motion picture booths and iso- 
lated frame buildings.

"Fire-fighting apparatus is now

fighting equipment by the Board of

RICHMOND. March S.—The City 
Council last night disposed of 
the 
garbage problem, by which it has 
been confronted for several months 
The first step taken was the adoption 
or an ordinance providing for 
the 
collection and disposal of garbage. 
The second step was a resolution in- 
structing the mayor and city t lerk to 
execute a contract with J. Gale of 
San Francisco for the pcection of a 
garbage Incinerator here and for the 
collection and disposal of all g.irhafje 
in the city for 25 years, from Jan- 
uary 1, 1921. Gale is to have a mo- 
nopoly in the handling of all garbage 
and refuse, with the exception of 
swill from restaurants and hotels 
which may be sold to other persons 
under the regulations of tho ordi- 
nance. 
The ordinance and the agreement 
with Gale provide that garbage shall 
be collected at the following i.ilos. 
Private residences, not less than 
one collection per week, for 3~i e^-nts 
a. month. Not less than two collec- 
tions per week, for 60 centH a month 
Apartment houses, not less than 
six collections per week, for 2o cents 
per month per apartment. 


All other collections are to bp 
made in accordance with agreement 
between Gale and the owner of the 
garbage, provided that In ca.so an 
agreement cannot be reached, thp 
question will be submitted to the 
City Council, and the parties shall 
abide by the decision of the council. 


The contract provides that woi k on 
tho incinerator shall 
be 
started 
within thirty days, and that tho in- 
cinerator shall 
be completed and 
leady for operation within 00 rlajs 
from the time, work is started. U is, 
further provided that the city shall 
have the option of purchasing the 
garbage incinerator at any time and 
provision is made for a board of 
three appraisers to fix a fair valua- 
tion upon the property.

May Be Sold On 


Doctor's Order 


TP7ASHINGTOX, March 8.—The 
" 
prohibition ''liJ'' was remo\ed 


loday on "beer with a kick" for 
medicinal purposes. 


The department of justice ruled 


that physicians are authorized un- 
der the "Volstead law to prescribe 
beer, when in their judgment it 
will proxe beneficial. 
The beer 


ruling was drafted before the new 
administration came into office and 
bears the signature of A. Mitchell 
Palmer, attorney-general. 


Beer now takes a status equal to 


that of wine as a curative agent, 
legally listed by the government, 
and physicians will be allowed wide 
latitude in directing its use by pa- 
tients, when such use will aid recov- 
ery in cases of illness or convales- 
cence. 


The beer decision is the climax 


of a warm conflict between some of 
the government's legal minds. Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Krimer op- 
posed such a ruling on the ground 
it would mean general loosening up 
of the rigid rules governing the 
brewers and ihe sale of their pro- 
ducts.
